The  plants  might  start  and  give 
evidence  of  thriving,  but  long  before  coming  to 
bloom  the  foliage  would  droop,  and  in  a  few 
days  the  entire  planting  would  be  wiped 
out.  The  cause  of  the  disease  was  found 
to  be  in  the  soil.  Likewise,  it  was 
observed  that  out  of  each  plant¬ 
ing  there  were  a  few  survivors 
who  seemed  to  resist  the 
attacks  of  the  disease.  Seed 
from  these  survivors  was 
saved  and  replanted  the 
next  year  in  the  same 
diseased  field.  Again 
some  plants  survived 
and  again  the  seed  was 
saved  and  planted. 

This  method  was  con¬ 
tinued  until  a  strain 
of  “Will-Bloom”  or 
wilt-resistant  Asters 
was  developed.  The 
whole  process  may  be 
likened  to  vaccination 
against  smallpox,  or 
inoculation  against 
typhoid,  diphtheria, 
and  similar  diseases. 

We  have  been  fortu¬ 
nate  in  securing  a  rea¬ 
sonable  quantity  of  this 
“Will-Bloom”  Aster  seed, 
and  in  17  varieties  as  here 
listed.  We  feel  quite  sure  that 
this  strain  of  seed  will  again 
make  Asters  one  of  our  most 
popular  garden  flowers.  While  the 
cost  of  producing  “Will-Bloom”  Aster 
seed  is  considerably  more  than  the  cost  of 
ordinary  seed,  we  have  made  our  1934  price

Sow  seed  as  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  worked  in  the  spring,  for  Sweet  Peas,  to  be  a  success,  must  have  made  sufficient  root- 
growth  before  warm  weather  comes  to  have  carried  the  roots  deep  into  the  ground  where  they  will  be  moist  and  cool  at  all  times. 
Sweet  Peas  must  have  deeply  spaded,  well-worked  soil  for  successful  growth,  and  they  must  be  frequently  and  thoroughly  watered — 
never  be  allowed  to  dry  out.  We  suggest  mulching  around  the  plant  with  peat  moss  to  hold  the  moisture.  Dig  a  trench  about  a  foot 
wide  and  deep,  and  fill  in  with  6  inches  of  well-rotted  manure.  If  no  manure  is  available,  spread  thickly  with  bonemeal  or  sheep-manure. 
Replace  soil  in  the  trench  to  within  4  inches  of  the  top.  Plant  the  seeds  in  a  zigzag  row,  2  to  3  inches  apart,  covering  with  1  inch  of  soil. 
Thin  plants  to  stand  6  inches  apart  when  4  inches  high.  When  cultivating,  gradually  fill  trench  to  the  top  with  soil.  To  support  the 
vines,  use  branches,  chicken-wire,  or  Sweet  Pea  fencing.  Any  support  provided  should  be  at  least  5  feet  high  and  the  plants  trained 
to  it  when  they  are  up  8  inches  from  the  ground.

Hardy  Garden  Lilies 

All  hardy  borders  should  have  some  of  the  various  kinds  of  Lilies  scattered  through  them.  Here  they  do  their  best,  as  they  get  the 
benefit  of  the  shade  of  the  near-by  plants  which  is  so  necessary  for  successful  growing.  Plant  these  Lilies  in  the  early  spring,  as  soon  as 
the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground,  and  allow  a  foot  of  space  between  them.  Follow  directions  as  to  the  depth  each  kind  should  be  planted. 


Auratum.  This  Lily  is  sometimes  called  the  Gold-banded  Lily  of 
Japan.  It  is  one  of  the  finest  of  all  Lilies,  with  its  large,  graceful, 
fragrant  flowers  of  delicate  ivory-white,  thickly  spotted  with 
chocolate-crimson  and  striped  through  the  center  with  golden 
yellow.  Grows  3  to  5  feet  high  and  blooms  from  July  to  September.
